LOS ANGCLES, Sept. SO.— Miss Anna 


Jarvis of Philadelphia, founder of "Moth- 
ers' Day," which twenty-two governor* 
of. various states have recognl/ecl as the 
second Sunday in May, Is visiting In this 
city and will remain for a. few days In 
the Interest of tho Mothers' Day move- 
ment. 
Miss Jarvis conceived the Idea 


five years ago and for the Ia"t three 
years It has been generally observed. 


"Mothers' Day Is one thing upon which 


the whole world may unite," she said. 
"What now li a national movement may 
be< ome nork:-wide. anfi I hope it will.

The Water Front Ordinance Passed. 


In passing- to print the ordirance granting' the Southern Pacific 


* franchise for the Oakland moie and additional water,front space 
contiguous to the mole on the south side the City Council has done 
the right thing. It is an official ratification of an agreement of set- 
tlement which was approved by the voters at the last municipal 
election. By the terms of that agreement the Broadway wharf re- 
verts to the city and the Southern Pacific agrees to remove at its 
own expense at the expiration of eight years Long Wharf which is 
now an obstacle to free access to the 6600 feet of water frontage the 
city owns between the Southern Pacific mole and the Key Route 
pier. 


But the great object gained is the cessation of all litigation be- 


tween the railroad and the city over the title and rights of occupancy 
of the water front. The c.ty's title is acknowledged and confirmed, 
and the Southern Pacific become-, a tenant of the municipality. At 
the expiration of the franchise the mole and wharves built and oper- 
ated under the franchise shall revert to the city without compensa- 
tion to the company, and the city may take over all depots and other 
structures on the mole at ,i valuation to be fixed by appraisers. 


As to the absurdly false statement that the franchise would give 


the Southern Pacific an exclusive monopoly on the western water 
front we cannot do better than c uote Mr. Pendleton, president of 
the Council, who says in that regnrd: 


"Not only has the city retaine 1 the two water front reservations 


on the west, aggregating- 7085 feel, but it has provided ready access 
thereto by opening- three streets to the Key Route basin and a road 
eighty feet wide to the 1085-foot strip of city water front lying be- 
tween the Southern Pacific and Western Pacific moles. Further- 
more, to enable any competing railway to obtain access to the water 
front a provision was made that it may have right of way along and 
over the eighty-foot street. To grant the proposed franchise to the 
Southern Pacific of a fifth of the water front is not granting a 
monopoly; on the contrary, not to grant it ij manifestly discrimi- 
nating in favor of the Western Pacific and the Key Route." 


Mr. Pendleton also contradicts the foolish statement that the 


city owns the Oakland mo'.e. The Southern Pacific has an undis- 
puted title to the low tide line. "What the city owns is the strip of 
water lying between the low tide 1 ne and the pierhead line.

By brushing away all obstructions and passing an ordinance 


which fully, protects the city's interests at all points, the Council 
has made another long step in the path of progress. Disputes and 
expensive litigation are new ended and the development of the 
water front assured. The Southern Pacific has been placed on an 
equality with the Western Pacific and the Key Route, and all three 
stand in precisely the same relation to the city—all three are tenants 
of the municipality under specified conditions. 
Exclusive of the 


frontage'granted them by franchise the city still retains a mile and 
a half of unoccupied space en the v-estern water front,,divided into 
^tvvo sections. Free access to these sections is provided by the open- 
ing of streets which have remained blocked up to this time. 


The Council has worked long and conscientiously in perfecting 


the details of the compromise, and has finally evolved a plan of set- 
tlement that is just to all concerned and will be of enormous benefit 
to the city. It should be satisfactory to JP^ery citizen who has the 
prosperity of Oakland at heart.
